Although applicant believes that the claims are not suggested by the prior art, the examiner maintains her position. 

Applicant contends that the prior art of record does not show using a mesh belt comprising a material that has a thermal expansion 
coefficient approximately equal to that of a corresponding steel belt. This is not persusaive because the examiner has supplied 
supporting data that shows the general thermal expansion coefficients of aluminum and steel (materials used in cited reference). 
Although, as applicant has pointed out, the thermal expansion coefficients may differ by 71%, applicant has never exactly defined what 
he means by "approximately equal", and the examiner is maintaining that "approximately" can be interpreted broadly to include values 
within 70% of each other. 

With regard to appilcant's statement regarding aluminum's "high" thermal expansion coefficient and steel's "low" thermal expansion 
coefficient, it is noted that if the two values are not exactly equal, one will inherently be higher than the other, i.e. there will be a high 
value and a low value. 

With regard to the Declaration submitted by the inventor, it is noted by the examiner that the conclusory statements were considered but 
were not found to be of substantial evidentiary value. Although Dr. von Haas may have extensive experience in the field, the interest of 
the expert in the outcome of the case must be considered, as well as the absence of factual support for the expert's opinion. 
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
